Back home from a mysterious four- 
day airplane trip, John Hughes Cur- 
tis, one of three Norfolk (Va.) inter- 
mediaries, told briefly of establishing 
the new contact, and said he had been 
informed the baby was well. 

Significance was added to his an- 
nouncement by a statement he also 
had seen Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
while away. 

This for the first time connected 
the activities of the Virginia trio with 
th two unexplained trips made early 
this week by the famous flyer. 

(in both oeccasions—Sunday and 
Monday—Lindbergh was reported seen 
in a plane near Martha’s Vineyard, 
Mass., the former day in company 
with three unidentified men. 

Conceals Place. 

Curtis said he was not at liberty to 
disclose where he had met the colonel. 
He did not say how much time he 
had spent with him, nor whether they 
had gone anywhere together. 

Upon his return to Norfolk in a 
navy plane—piloted by the same offi- 
eer who flew another of the inter- 
mediaries here to see Lindbergh sev- 
eral weeks ago-—~Curtis went into 
conference with his two associates. 

Then he issued the following state- 
ment to waiting reporters: 

“Gentlemen: On my trip I made |

ADVANCED 10 170 


 Sinalie Triumph In 
Wisconsin Places Gover- 
nor Further Ahead. 


By the Associated Press. 

Governor Roosevelt, of New York, 
placed the democratic national con- 
vention votes of Georgia and Wis- 
consin in his column Wednesday, 
increasing his total to more than 
one-fifth of the number necessary 
for the presidential nomination. 

Meanwhile control of Wisconsin's 
delegation to the republican conven- 
tion remained in doubt, with the 
conservative faction holding a slight 
advantage over a slate of independ- 
ents. 

The Georgia democratic conven- 
tion pledged its 28 votes to Roose- 
velt for as long as his uame remains 
before the national convention as a 
candidate. Governor Russell ad- 
dressed the gathering. praising 
Roosevelt as the man who should 
lead the party in this year’s cam- 
paign. 

Wisconsin democrats were jubi- 
lant at the landslide proportions of 
the vote polled in their primary. 
In all, 566,292 votes, an exception- 
ally high democratic total for Wis- 
consin, were cast for Roosevelt. 
electing six delegates at large and 
19 district delegates to vote for the 
New York governor. 

The independent republican fac- 
tion last night had elected three 
delegates at large, including the 
state’s two senators, La Follette 
and Blaine. For the delegation as 
a whole, the conservatives held a 
14-to-13 advantage, with numerous 
district still to report. 

Connecticut will name 19 repub- 
lican delegates in convention today.

Moving swiftly and working thor- 
oughly, the Georgia state convention

Russell Jr., and. adopted a platform 
which included a stinging attack on 
the republican party and a recommen- 
dation that the time-worn two-thirds 
rule be abolished. 

Within an hour after it had assem- 
bled, it had selected permanent offi- 
cers, heard Governor Russell, keynoter, 
flay the republican party and describe 
Governor Roosevelt as the “proper re- 
cipient of the mantle of Jefferson and 
Jackson,” commended the statesman- 
ship of Representative Charles R. 
Crisp, lamented the recent illness of 


Senator W. J. Harris and recessed for 
the 12 districts to caucus and select 
delegates and alternates. 

Many Governors From Meriwether. 


‘Actually; the convention was in ses- 
sion less than two and one-half hours 
and toward its close it heard Mrs. J. 
Render Terrell, of Meriwether coun- 
ty, in which Governor Roosevelt's 
Warm Springs home is located, delight 
the delegates with a story that Meri- 
wether had “produced three governors 
of Georgia; four for Alabama, one for 
Texas and one for Arkansas and now 
offers one of. its favorite sons for 
president of the United States.” 

Due to a prearranged plan by which 
the officers of the state executive 
committee were to serve as its per- 
manent officers, the convention was 
called to order promptly at 11 o'clock 
by W. P. Congdon, Augusta, vice 
chairman. 

The Rev. Thomas M. Callaway, 
yastor of the First Baptist church, of 
Dachunek made the opening prayer. 
Congdon then recognized W. Page, 
floor leader for the Roosevelt forces, 
who offered, and the convention adopt- 
ed, the resolution which made Law- 
rence S. Camp, of Fairburn, perma- 
nent chairman, and Miss Stella Akin, 
of Savannah, permanent secretary.

“The agricultural marketing act, 
commonly known as the federal farm 
board,” continued Mr. Vinson, “occu- 
pies an unique place in legislative his- 
tory. There has been no other law 
enacted by congress within recent 
years that has so completely failed 
to accomplish the purpose that con- 
gress had in mind when it passed the 
law. 

“Not only has it completely failed 
to achieve the good results that con- 
gress intended it should achieve, and 
the entire nation had hoped would be 
accomplished, but in my judgment it 
has been a tragic failure. 

Blasted Hopes. 

“Instead of the federal farm board 
being a ‘pillar of cloud by day and a 
pillar of fire by night,’ it has blasted 
the hopes in the hearts of a vast 
majority of those who cultivate the 
soil. 

“Since the enactment of this law 
creating the farm board and estab- 
lishiag the marketing act, the farmers 
have witnessed the price of wheat fall 
from $1.55 per bushel to the lowest 
price ever recorded in farm history. 
They likewise have witessed the price 
of cotton drop from 18 1-2 cents a 
pound to 5 1-2 cents. They have 
seen the damaging effect of the 
policies of the board and have suf- 
fered the disastrous consequences 
wrought by those policies. 

“The federal farm board has been 
weighed in the balance and found 
wanting. It has been of no appre- 
clable benefit whatsoever to the farm- 
ers of™the nation; its policies have | 
been ruinous, and has contributed | 
largely to help place agriculture in 
the deplorable condition that it now 
finds itself, 

Offers Only One Plan. 

‘The only plan the board has of- 
fered to the cotton farmer has been 
to reduce acreage, and during the last 
season it advised him to plow up 
every third row of his cotton. 
“Furthermore. we do not need 
eight high-priced officials drawing 
Salaries amounting to $96,000 a vear, 
and an attorney drawing 820,000 a 
year, and a board whose total pay 
roll amounts to S27: 9.000 a vear, to, 
tell the farmers to reduce acreage. 

“A board that has no more concep. | 
tion of its duty than to recommend 
that every third row of cotton be} 
plowed up is not entitled to be sup- 
ported by the taxpayers’ money. The 
board's recommendation to destroy 
every third row of cotton was~tssued | 
late in August after the crop had. 
been made, and when a large portion 
had been picked, and not a man within 
the sound of my voice can justify | 
such an asinine recommendation, The | 
board hasn't made a single effort to 
find a greater use or demand for cot- 
fon. 

“On the other hand we have the 
department of agriculture teaching the 
farmers how to make ‘two blades of 
grass grow where one grew before’ 
and on the other hand we have the 
board telling the farmers to reduce 
acreage and destroy every third row.
